“Public Relations is a formula for 
deserving, winning and holding the 
confidence and friendship of the 
public.” 


Our President’s theme, OPPORTU- 
NITY, ties in ideally with the long range 
public relations program of the American 
Dental Assistants Association. Opportu- 
nity, “A time favorable for the purpose.” 
Now is the time and our purpose is im- 
proved PUBLIC RELATIONS. 


Good public relations is a condition of 
public acceptance created by a dynamic 
program of service and energized by the 
continuing effort of our entire organiza- 
tion. To be the most effective, public 
relations must be continuous and mod- 
ernized to meet changing demands and 
conditions. 


Our responsibilities and objectives are: 

To bring the American Dental Assist- 

ants Association to the attention of 

more dentists and dental assistants. 

To develop and maintain a public re- 

lations program for the association. 

To stimulate interest in programs and 

meetings of local societies and state 

associations. 

Our first responsibility is to the dental 
profession.

offices by talking to them of a career as 
a dental assistant. 

A high percentage of student members 
will become active members of the local, 
state and national associations upon grad- 
uation.

Each year the local and state societies 
are requested to send copies of their 
programs for the year in the local, and 
their program for the annual meeting 
of the state associations, to the Chair- 
man of the ADAA Public Relations Com. 
mittee. These are judged by the members 
of the Committee, and cash prizes are 
awarded to the winners, Honorable Men- 
tion ribbons go to the runners-up. Have 
your state or local officers made sure 
your society’s program has been submit- 
ted? These must be in the hands of the 
Chairman by July 31, 1956. 

Has the President or Secretary of your 
local made available to the members of 
your local society the Public Relations 
Brochure, “OPPORTUNITY — Through 
Public Relations”? If not, why not ask 
her about it today? It tells all about the 
REWARDS THAT CAN BE YOURS; 
it offers some recommended activities for 
your society; suggests programs; gives 
some excellent advice about advertising 
in your programs, bulletins and journals; 
and states the basis for judging programs 
as used by the committee.

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Living on a Four Dimension Basis

In order to fulfill our destiny, we must 
know ourselves, face our shortcomings, 
and seek to live on a FOUR DIMEN- 
SION BASIS. We must live a life of 
service to others, seeking to use well our 
natural talents in our profession. 

Each of us has something to do which 
no one else will do. In order to do this 
well, we must be willing to accept our- 
selves. We must be willing to Learn—to 
take Stands—have Convictions. Our faith 
must be Dynamic, Growing, Developing 
and Creative. 

The FOUR DIMENSIONS OF LIFE 
include Length, Breadth, Depth and 
Height. Life’s values can not be meas- 
ured in length alone. The person who 
lived the longest, as far as records go, 
was Methuselah, yet his biography was 
one of the shortest ever written. Contrast 
this life of 969 years with another—Jesus, 
33 years. As far as I know, no one ever 
wrote a book about Methuselah, yet there 
is not a library on earth large enough 
to hold all the books about the man who 
lived 33 years. 

Life must have Breadth. To live in 
terms of abundant life, you must have 
a broad understanding, friendship and 
sympathy with many people. 

Life must have Depth. If a builder 
wishes to “Jerry-Build” homes, he simply 
scrapes off the ground and starts to work. 
If he wishes to build a skyscraper, he digs 
down before he builds up. 

In our world, we need Depth of knowl. 
edge and faith. Foundations sustaining 
the edifice of 20th century society must 
go all the way down to the Fundamental 
Fact of God. 

A fourth dimension is Height. How 
high is your aspiration? Consider three 
good watchwords to live by as you con- 
sider the FOUR DIMENSIONS OF LIV- 
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ING: “Discriminate, Eliminate and Con- 
centrate.” After your choices are made 
and the unimportant eliminated, you will 
be free to concentrate all of your ener- 
gies on “First Things First.” 

There is a difference between the used 
and wasted elements of Living. This may 
be explained by Bruce Barton’s famous 
word picture of the Sea of Galilee, and 
the Dead Sea, showing how the former 
by flowing outward and giving life to 
the land about it becomes a beautiful 
thing, while the Dead Sea, hoarding every 
drop of water flowing into its banks, and 
sharing nothing with the Earth about it, 
becomes a stagnant, ugly pool. Mr. Barton 
compares these seas to Earth’s two kinds 
of people . . . the ones who share and 
the ones who hoard talents, time and 
money. 

I am reminded of the boy who saved 
a beautiful, shiny apple because it was 
too pretty to eat. After a while, he found 
the apple had turned into a wrinkled 
mass with an ugly, rotten spot eating 
away at one side. Johnny's apple is an 
example of life. No matter how we try, 
we cannot save our lives forever. We 
constantly spend ourselves every moment 
that slips by. Some people waste their 
careers in idle indifference or stupid in- 
dulgence. Others give themselves to some 
noble cause or high endeavor. When we 
give ourselves to the services of others, 
we are living in the FOUR DIMEN- 
SIONS. 

It was an Indian Philosopher who said 
that AWARENESS is the essence of self 
development. If one is continuously aware 
of every thought and action, he is coming 
close to the goal of perfection in his own 
life. This statement deserves some self 
analysis: Each one of us is capable of 
greater achievement. It has been said that 
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every human, given intelligence and per- 
sistence, has the potential of greatness. 
We scatter our energies and waste our 
powers. Can we as Dental Assistants 
meet the challenge? Can we sincerely 
follow that part of our Dental Assistant 
Pledge which says, “I will devote my best 
energies to the service of humanity?” 
Through the conscientious “EFFORTS” 





of an honest, sincere membership, the 
Dental Assistants Association will and 
can overcome any obstacle as we progress 
toward our goal . . . “Service to Hu- 
manity.” 

Yes, we can meet the challenge by 
living a life of service to others by using 
the Four Dimensions of Life . . . Length, 
Breadth, Depth and Height. 


Lets Talk About Ethics

Can you define “ethics”? Webster de- 
fines it as “the science of moral duty; 
the science of the ideal human character 
and the ideal ends of human action; the 
authority of moral obligation.” These 
words imply perfection in both motive 
and performance. Being human, we do 
not achieve perfection but, reasonably, 
we are expected to seek self-improvement 
daily. 

The American Dental Assistants Asso- 
ciation Code of Ethics begins, “The spirit 
of the Golden Rule should be the guiding 
principle of conduct for the dental as- 
sistant.” 

The American Dental Association 
Principle of Ethics begins, “The following 
Code of Ethics is prescribed in order that 
dentists may more clearly understand 
their responsibilities and obligations to 
patients, to the community at large, to 
fellow practitioners and to the profession.” 

Are you concerned with professional 
ethics? You should be! Their perpetua- 
tion is your responsibility and their exist- 
ence is your protection and support. 
When you put on the name of dental 
assistant, you chose to perform services— 
not sell a product. Service is an intan- 
gible—created out of thin air by a desire 
to improve existing conditions. Ethics 
must govern you in your service to your 


doctor by claiming your unquestioning 
loyalty to him, your sincere belief in his 
worth as a doctor and your unflagging 
respect for him, his family and his pa- 
tients. You destroy his reputation as an 
employer when you discuss office meth- 
ods, fees, your salary or personalities 
with anyone. You damage his reputation 
as a man when you gossip about or criti- 
cize his wife or children. You throttle 
his effective relations with his patients 
when you disparage his skill, methods 
or personality to them. Effective service 
to your doctor demands every ounce of 
your efficiency to supplement his skill 
and admonishes you to seek further edu- 
cation to increase that efficiency. 

Ethics must govern your services to 
the patients who come under your care. 
This means understand and sympathize 
with them when they are distressed, be 
patient and tolerant when they are diffi- 
cult and unreasonable, effectively educate 
them when they are ignorant and praise 
them unstintingly when they are tracta- 
ble. It means creating an atmosphere of 
confidence and trust between them and 
your doctor—between them and yourself. 
And it means you must do all you can 
to serve them BUT refrain from doing 
anything forbidden you by law or the 
limits of your education. 

Ethics must govern the relationships 
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between you and your sister dental as- 
sistants. This means constant vigilance 
and discipline of yourself to overcome 
personality clashes, friendly encourage- 
ment to the new dental assistants, depend- 
able cooperation with all dental assist- 
ants, unswerving refusal to participate in 
or listen to gossip and contagious enthu- 
siasm for your profession. 

Ethics must govern your attitudes to- 
ward life in your community. Because 
you are serving in the area of public 
health and welfare, your behavior toward 
volunteer service for benefit drives, local 
hospital, Board of Education, PTA and 
other welfare agencies is the focus of 
attention of the general public. Your 
high morals, willingness to serve volun- 
tarily in community projects and intel- 
ligent exercise of citizenship obligations 
(or the lack of them) are scrutinized 
closely. YOU possess the power to add 
lustre to or tarnish the name of dental 
assistant! 


Ethics must govern your behavior in 
National and State Association affairs. 
Willingness to work on committees (even 
if you never become an officer), to do 
the work cheerfully and promptly (even 
if you do not get credit for it), and to 
honestly find your reward and satisfaction 
in the knowledge of a job well done (even 
if someone else reaps the glory) are the 
yardsticks of the dedicated dental assist- 
ant. Important also is your performance 
at the social affairs of national and state 
meetings. Natural good manners and good 
humor framed in impeccable morality is 
the recipe for your success in these fun 
times. 


Why all this talk about ethics? Well, 
for one reason, you will be considering 
nominees for national and state officers 
at some time during this year. Responsi- 
bility for wise leadership, continued prog- 
tess and growth and increased public es- 
teem rest not only on those chosen for 
office but, in large measure, on those who 
do the choosing. 

For another reason, have you ever 
wondered why, with 84,000 dentists in 
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the American Dental Association, we 
have only 8,200 dental assistants in the 
American Dental Assistants Association? 
Could we be to blame for this situation? 
Have we, on the local level, been indif- 
ferent, unfriendly or uncaring toward the 
girl in the next office? Have we failed 
to inform her and her doctor of the bene- 
fits to members of our Association? Have 
we convinced them, by our behavior, that 
we are loyal to our doctors, eager for ad- 
ditional education and training, adamant 
against vicious gossip and salary compar- 
isons and sincere in our friendships? Are 
we aware that, at many times and in many 
places, we are watched by doctors, dental 
assistants and the general public and the 
impression we create at that time estab- 
lishes their opinion not only of us but 
of our profession? 
Let’s take inventory. 


Let's begin each day with professional 
ethics firmly in mind: each physical task 
performed cheerfully, correctly and 
promptly; each patient treated with 
friendly courtesy, understanding and pa- 
tience (even for the grouchy, the tardy, 
the ignorant, the poor and the fault-find- 
er); your doctor's requests carried out im- 
mediately and without question (whether 
you agree with him or not); your temp- 
tations to gossip or discuss fees and sal- 
aries with the girls at lunch successfully 
conquored; and every opportunity to 
praise your doctor, talk dental health and 
encourage ADAA membership, seized 
upon with enthusiasm. 


“Honesty is the best policy.” “Judge 
not lest ye be judged.” “Who steals my 
purse steals trash; but he that filches my 
good name makes me poor indeed.” 
“Blessed is he who has found his work.” 
“Keep your friendship in constant re- 
pair.” “Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you.” Cliches, every one 
of ’em! A cliche is defined as “a phrase 
which has lost precise meaning through 
iteration.” I prefer to think these so- 
called cliches have endured so long be- 
cause the truth of them remains constant 
and unchanged. Let’s use them every day!
